Gives News About Your Body

Various measurements, tests, an- 


alysis, microscopic appearances and 
chemistry of the spinal fluid are 
now carried forth by thorough phy- 
sicians, with resultant facts that 
make for an honest judgment of 
•what is wrong with the subject's 
anatomy. 


A blood test for several maladies 


may be negative and the patient 
thinks he escaped the 
distemper 


sought. Then a "lumbar puncture" 
brings forth some of the spinal 
fluid, which is tested and found to 
be '•positive," although the blood 
was "negative." 


By means of puncturing- the spine 


to draw off some of the fluid of the 
spinal cord, much is learned. More- 
over, this diminishes .pressure on 
the cord, following the operation, 
ami is of immediate oeneilt. 


To do a "lumbar puncture" the 


patient is placed on his side In such 
a position as to aid in the Insertion 
of 3. hollow naedle, used in the 
operation. The puncture is made at 
the lower end of the spinal cord. 
below the second lumbar vertebra 
on a level with the highest point 
of the hips, slightly to one side of 
the middle line. The needle is in- 
serted In an upward and backward 
direction; the fluid comes out drop 
by drop through 
the cannula or 


channel in the needle—that is, it 
will issue in that way if the pres- 
sure is normal and healthy. 


The operation, whicn is known as 


"lumbar puncture," • has been per- 
formed in epidemic and tuberculous 
cerebro - spinal 
meningitis 
a.n d 


uraemia, to relieve pressure. 
It 


j has pro\ ed to be of great value in' 
various forms of meningitis. 


In spinal cord diseases of a tuber- 


cular nature and in certain other 
cases, white corpuscles -frith only 
one nucleus are found in excess. 
while in other forms of meningitis 
there are found those with several 
dots or "nuclei" In them. 


Much information is now obtaisji 


able from the spinal fluid. It takes * 
only a few minutes to obtain the 
drops, but a corps of assistants and 
a laboratory to make the various 
tests.
